American-Egyptian  (SxP)  ginnings  this  season  were  considerably  lower  in  grade  but  longer  in 
staple  than  total  ginnings  a  year  ago,  according  to  the  '.'/ar  food  administration.  approximately 
30  percent  of  this  season's  crop  was  grades  i  and  l-l/2  compared  with  about  44  percent  last 
season,  and  almost  40  percent  was  grade  3  and  lower  this  year  against  only  about  14  percent 
last  year.    staples  l-l/2"  and  longer  accounted  for  almost  64  percent  of  the  current  crop  while 
last  season  these  lengths  represented  only  about  52  percent  of  the  total  ginnings. 
Arizqna-Cali forni a  -  Grades  were  substantially  lower  than  last  season  but  there  was  a  larger 
proportion  of  the  longer  staples  this  year  than  last.    about  22  percent  of  the  current  crop  was

Texas  -  District  6  -  Ginnings  this  season  were  lower  in  grade  and  longer  in  staple  than  last 
season.    Current  ginnings  were  estimated  to  be  about  44  percent  grades  i  and  1-1/2  ano  almost 
43  PERCENT  grades  2  and  2-1/2  against  approximately  64  percent  AND  24  PERCENT,  respectively, 
ouring  the  preceding  season.    There  was  a  substantial  increase  in  the  proportion  of  staples 
l-l/2"  ano  longer  —  83  percent  this  year  compared  with  about  70  percent  last  year.
